30 KILLED IN NOVEMBER 
TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS 


Colonel T. B. Birdsong, Commission- 


er of Public Safety, stated today that 
thirty persons were reported killed as 
a result of motor vehicle traffic ac- 
cidents in Mississippi during Novem- 
ber, 1953. Twenty-two of this total 
occurred in rural areas. The total in 
Mississippi represents a decrease of 
one or a decrease of 3 per cent under 
the total of 31 killed in November, 
1952. Six pedestrians were reported 
killed and 20 injured, as compared to 
6 killed and 12 injured the same month 
last year, Twenty per cent of the 
traffic deaths in November, 1953, was 
pedestrian. Of the total persons kil- 
led 12 were drivers, 11 were passen- 
gers, 6+ were pedestrians, and 1 bicy- 
clist. 


Five hundred fifty-six persons were 
reported injured as compared to 240 
for the same period last year. of! 
the 556 injured, 238 were drivers, 291 
were passengers, and 20 were pedestri- 
ans 3 bicyclists, and 4 were occu- 
pants of animal-drawn vehicles. A 
total of 1,360 accidents were reported | 
to the state office during the month of; 
November, 1953. 

Of this total, 580 occurred on State 
and US Highways. During November 
1952, the totals were 530 and 352, res- 
pectively. 

The total number of drivers in- 
volved in reported accidents were 
2,414. Four hundred nineteen drivers 
committed one or more violations, | 

The most frequent violations were 
48 exceeded safe speed, 58 were on the 
wrong side of the road—not in passing. | 
107 did not grant right-of-way to ve-| 
hicles, and 75 were following too close- 
ly. (Only invesigated accidents show 
violations.)

These industries alone have or 
will contribute an additional $17,- 
362,000 in manufacturing payrolls 
and will provide employment for 
7,100 additional workers to bring 
manufacturing employment to an 
all-time high of ®ver 100,000 with 
combined payrolls amounting to 
an estimated $250,000,000. 

Eighteen of the 48 industries 
accounted for last year were via 
the BAWI route. 

A four-year compilation of new 
Industries in Mississippi shuws a 
total of 160 new or expanded man- 
ufacturing operations, 65 of which 
were acquired through the sub- 
scription of BAWI bonda. 

These 160 new industries repre- 
sent an investment of $116,540,- 
000 and account for 19,497 in ad- 
ditional employment and approxl- 
mately $45,600,000 annually in 
payrolls. 

Additional payrolls like these 
have helped bring sales tax col- 
lections in Mississippi to an all- 
time estimated high of $32,000.- 
000. The two per cent tax on re- 
tall sales in Mississippi generally 
is considered a barometer of busi- 
ness conditions. 

Collections of this nature have 
increased 28 per cent during the 
four-year period from 1949 which 
is covered in the survey of new 
manufacturing plants. 

The breakdown of new or ex- 
panded industries by years shows 
28 in 1950 employing 27386 work- 
ers; 46 in 1951 employing 6,236 
persons; 40 in 1952 accounting 
for 3,426 workers, and the 48 last 
year which will give work to an 
additional 7,100 Mississippians. 

Most crops in Mississippi during 
1953 were excellent despite a seri- 
ous drouth.

Despite continued development 
in other fields, Mississippi com- 
munities by and large are express- 
ing a growing interest in securing 
new industries and new payrolls. 
Their chances of getting them 
seem good, if 1954 produces the 
same kind of new business en- 
Joyed during the past year. 

The new or expanded plants de- 
veloped during 1953 make every- 
thing from funeral coaches to toys. 
A partial list of products turned 
out in these plants alone shows 
auto electrical parts, varians tyne;
